FCEC Boldness—and its Outcome 


NOT LONG AGO the employment conditions on civil 
engineering work followed fairly closely, if sometimes 
reluctantly, those negotiated in the much larger building 
industry. A spectacular change, at least in attitudes of 
mind, seems to be reflected in an announcement by the 
Federation of Civil Engineering Contractors on January 21 
that it has adopted, in agreement with trades unions: 
(1) a reduced working week of 40 hours for the four 
winter months November to February; (2) payment for 
the first two hours of overtime each day at time-and-a- 
half rates instead of time-and-a-quarter; (3) a general 
wage-increase of 14d. per hour from February 29 next. 

The explanations given for these decisions are that the 
reduced week is a response to ‘the workers’ desire for 
more leisure,’ and that the other concessions are in com- 
pensation for the shortening of the winter week. These 
explanations would perhaps be more convincing if civil 
engineering did not habitually involve a great deal of 
overtime at all periods of the year, so that the real change 
appears to be a big increase in overtime earnings. The 
increased cost is further augmented by the raising of 
basic wage-rates, which incidentally takes effect on Feb- 
ruary 29 whereas the reduced week does not occur until 
next November. The immediate outcome is that in March, 
1960, the earnings of unskilled workers in civil engineering 


will surpass those in nearly all the main industrial groups 
and even the earnings of many skilled men. There is also 
a certain irony in the changed attitude to overtime. 
Originally the premium rates were intended, at least by 
trades unions, to discourage what was called ‘ systematic ’ 
overtime (as distinct from emergencies) but in recent years 
they have become a factor in outbidding for labour. 

In these days civil engineering and building operations 
are so often interlinked, especially in the larger types 
of construction project, that the building industry is bound 
to be affected by the new developments and must view 
them with mixed feelings. In some ways they may seem 
attractive to the many builders who have long complained 
that, for a few weeks in mid-winter, daylight hours are so 
short that building workers -receive payments for some 
periods of semi-darkness—a difficulty diminished by 
modern facilities for artificial lighting. Many builders, 
again, have felt that work-hours lost, through bad light 
or bad weather, ought to. be made up at other times—but 
not at overtime rates, The trades unions’ rejoinder has 
hitherto been that such flexibility could be countenanced 
only if building workers had a firmer assurance of con- 
tinuous employment—i.e.,. by engagement on a weekly 
or monthly basis. Another relevant factor is a widespread 
tendency towards a 5-day week and the consequent argu- 





ment about the length of each working-day (8, 84 or 9 
hours) and about the complications arising from transport 
conditions and varying hours of daylight. 

Because of these and other considerations, the civil 
engineering agreement will cause some furious thinking 
in the building industry and, with skilful leadership, may 
even help to solve some problems which, in present-day 
circumstances have become acute although stubbornly 
resistant to remedies. On the other hand it would be 
unwise to overlook some important differences between 
the two industries under modern conditions. Building in 
winter does now permit a larger amount of indoor work 
at fairly early stages of erection and artificial lighting 
is more readily available. By contrast, the opportunities 
for—and therefore the pace of—large-scale mechanisation

have not been so great as in civil engineering, and it is 
noteworthy that FCEC have themselves emphasised that, 
because of their phenomenal mechanisation, labour costs 
now constitute a smaller proportion of their expenditure. 

The FCEC express a hope that the increased labour 
costs can in time be absorbed. The possible effects on 
building costs are incalculable, but they cannot be ignored 
—certainly not by those large firms which have a dual 
allegiance. Paramount, however, is the obvious danger 
of giving an impetus to a new bout of general inflation. 
FCEC say that they have ‘ taken into account’ the national 
need to keep prices steady. If, nevertheless, their hopes 
under this head were to prove illusory, they have a heavy 


responsibility and any tactical advantages will have been 
dearly bought.

THE REPORT made to the London County Council on 
Tuesday, that the general purposes committee has invited 
discussions with the Metropolitan Boroughs standing 
joint committee to urge its view that there should be a 
comprehensive plan for a phased provision of multi- 
storey garages in central London, is good news. The 
need for off-street garage space is certainly great; the 
Nugent Committee estimates that about 50,000 vehicles 
are daily parked on the streets of central London, and 
that the broad effect of clearing all parked cars off the 
streets except at parking meter stands might be to 
increase their traffic capacity by 15 to 25 per cent. 
The economics of multi-storey parking have yet to be 
tested. The Nugent Committee estimated the average 
cost of accommodating a car in central London at about 
£1,500, the economic charge of which could well be 
12s. 6d. or more a day. On the other hand, the sponsors 
of a scheme which received planning permission last 
week from the City Corporation* see no reason to sup- 
pose that charges for their mechanically-operated parking 
will differ materially from the normal London charges for 


under-cover parking. Clearly there is room for inquiry. 

We should have preferred to see the discussions pro- 
posed by the LCC conducted against a wider background 
than that of mere provision of off-street parking and the 
financial matters involved, but the Council’s view is that 
the need for a comprehensive system of car parks is so 
urgent that a ‘ shot in the arm’ policy is needed, and that 
the Treasury should be prepared to make some con- 
tribution to the local authorities undertaking the initial 
financial risks. If local authorities are to become garage- 
operators, such contribution would seem equitable. But 
why not private enterprise? We believe that if the 
Minister of Transport will quickly formulate a traffic plan 
for London (which should involve keeping traffic out of 
the central area as well as disposing of it when it comes 
in) private enterprise would have data which might 
encourage it to play a big part in providing off-street 
parking. But it is not reasonable to expect it to do very 
much until the picture becomes clearer.

The Larger Planning 


DURING THE PRESENT CENTURY many authoritative voices, 
from Howard to Holford, have been raised in warning 
against the dangers of urban sprawl. To those voices 
is now added that of Mr. Colin Clark, Director of the 
Agricultural Economics Research Institute, Oxford Univer- 
sity, who, in a paper read on January 4 to the RICS 
(reported last week) prophesied that if we go on in 
the way we are now going the final result will be an 
ugly and planless dispersal of population spreading almost 
uniformly over a whole industrial zone—‘ perhaps in 
England an almost continuous built-up area from Liver- 
pool to Dover, with most of the rest of the country 
impoverished and depopulated ’; an example in economics, 
he added, of the unchecked operation of the free market 
not producing the most socially desirable results. 

It is by no means certain that even with such an 
enormous and horrifying conurbation the rest of the 


country would long remain ‘impoverished and depopu- 
lated.’ One has only to read the reports of the amenities 
societies scattered up and down the country to realise 
that threats to comparatively remote areas are constant 
and increasing. It could hardly be otherwise in a small 
island such as ours, with the pressure upon it of 
an expanding industry, an increasing population, and the 
great growth of motor transport. 

As Sir William Holford has recently pointed out, we 
are approaching a situation where the greater part of our 
land not already built up has a rarity value. The control 
and right direction of industrial and other development 
is vital not only to the country’s prosperity but to the 
preservation of the remaining rural areas. Much has been 
done for rational development by legislation and by 
voluntary action. Obviously it is not enough. The whole 
problem needs the urgent attention of Parliament.

Manthorpe was for 
some years in the planning department of 
the Architect's office at the LCC, and has 
been following the Monico site appeal 
with interest; he regards this inquiry as 
being the occasion for some changes in 
city centre development control, probably 
in regard to the planning law. Like 
most of us, he feels that control that will 
safeguard the public amenity as well as 
being fair to the developer must replace 
the present rather hit-and-miss procedure 
of giving planning consent.

MANTHORPE HAS INTERESTING NEWS of 
the Toronto city hall development which 
was won in competition (in spite of a 
strongly adverse minority report by two 
of the assessors, Gordon Stephenson and 
Sir William Holford) by Viljo Rewell. The 
scheme is going ahead, and the Toronto 
firm of John B. Parkin Associates has 
been joined with the winner, with the 
result that the estimated cost of the pro- 
ject has been reduced by nearly 20 per 
cent while retaining the winner’s original 
conception. Many will regard this reten- 
tion as a planning tragedy, for the open 
oyster-shell plan raised problems of light- 
ing both for the users and for that not 
inconsiderable portion of down-town 
Toronto, which is affected by the cliff- 
like proportions of the office block. But 
it appears necessary for some to suffer 
that others may be architecturally happy.

ASIDE FROM HOUSING, schools and the 
need for more hospitals, the most urgent 
task confronting us during the next 
decade is the solution of the traffic 
problem, especially the dangerously con- 
gested areas in and out of our great cities. 
It would be a gross understatement to say 
that the situation is serious, indeed the 
number of motor vehicles is increasing at 
such an alarming rate that if positive 
action is not soon taken the matter will 
get so out of hand that restrictions on the 
use of private vehicles will become 
necessary.

much has been said ; plans and ideas have 
been put forward and either deferred or 
rejected. The recent statement by the 
British Road Federation, ‘that no new 
scheme of similar magnitude was ready 
in time to absorb the energies and skills 
which made the Ml what it is,’ is 
indicative of the half-hearted support 
from higher authority. The Federation 
blames this wasteful dispersal of men and 
machines upon the inadequate volume of 
capital investment available for the road 
programme. 

A proposal for an elevated motorway 
as one solution to the traffic congestion 
on the main roads in and out of cities, 
once again spotlights the problem and 
provides evidence that both commercial 
enterprises and the professions are fully 
aware of their responsibilities in the 
matter. Various designs are the result of 
a competition promoted by the Pre- 
stressed Concrete Development Group on 
lines suggested in 1958 by the former 
Minister of Transport. 

The basic idea is an elevated motorway 
without intersections and with an 
imposed speed limit of 50 miles per hour. 
The motorway, which is carried on 
central pillars above existing roads, would 
have two carriageways cantilevered out 
from the central supports. The use of 
prestressed concrete units would enable 
it to be constructed without affecting the 
flow of traffic below. The scheme, which 
would cost £l14m. a mile, will be shown 


to Mr. Marples. Let us hope that this 
initiative will add impetus to the already 
strong degree of public opinion and help 
to precipitate ambitious action. 


Clay Products in Houses 


UNDER the title ‘ The Choice is Yours,’ the 
Clay Products Technical Bureau has pro- 
duced a most attractive booklet for circu- 
lation among potential houseowners, 
stressing the desirability and beauty of 
clay products in house construction. Well

The aluminium clad factory tower, and loading bay 


THIS NEW FACTORY for the Victoria Flour Co., Ltd., 
is sited at the outskirts of Bristol on the main 
roads to Bridgwater and Weston-super-Mare. 
Entirely new packing plant has been installed, 
and the factory now replaces the previous eighty- 
year old premises in Bristol. There are tree parts 
to the development, a multi-storey factory, office 
block, and vehicle workshop and garage. The site 
is reclaimed marsh land and foundationwork is 
40 ft. piling. 

The factory tower has five floors with a total 
height of 68 ft. A feature of the design is that 
front and rear walls are clad in aluminium panels, 
backed by lightweight infilling. The panels are 
removable from inside so that machinery can be 
moved in on any floor. The floors are timber 
sandwich construction, which allows large open- 
ings to be cut for extension to the equipment from 
one floor to another. 

All stages of production are automatic and begin 
with the bulk delivery of flour from the mills in 
lorries of 15-tons capacity. This does away with 
the need for sacks and contributes greatly to 
hygiene. The flour is blown to the fourth storey 
of the factory tower, where it is stored in four 
bins, each holding 20 tons. It takes about one 
hour for each lorry to discharge its flour cargo 
in this way. The level in the bins can be checked 
at the point of intake from a control window panel. 
By a constant rate feed, flour and other ingredients 
pass from the fourth floor to the third where they 
are automatically and accurately weighed for 
correct blending. On the second floor, the 
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ingredients are mixed and sifted through double 
screens; on the first, the product is purified in 
centrifugal machines called entoliters. Finally, on 
the ground floor, the flour is handled by automatic 
weighing and packing machines. At this point, 
the packed flour is carried on stillages (small 
trolleys) to the loading bay. 

Attached as a single-storey wing to the main 
factory, the staff block contains the factory 
canteen, the first aid room, toilet facilities and the 
boilerhouse. An oil-fired boiler heats both factory 
and office blocks; water is heated by independent 
electrical equipment. The administrative section 
has a butterfly roof for even light distribution. The 
general office is placed centrally, and round it are 
grouped rooms for the secretary, cashier, cost 
accountant, advertising and despatch executive, a 
strong room and a printing and stationery store. 
A directors’ suite has been arranged separately 
within the building, but closely connected to the 
offices. A demonstration cookery room is pro- 
vided for the benefit of visitors.

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rise in profits as well. It will be interest- 
ing to see if later scraps of information 
confirm this impression. 

Although people are apt to generalise 
about the high profits earned in building, 
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having observed one successful builder, 
there is no evidence (as far as I know) 
that building profits in general have been 
particularly high. The latest rise may 
be beneficial, by making it easier for 
firms which find it difficult to raise 
capital to modernise their equipment. But 
if the rise in productivity is further con- 
firmed and extended, the time must be 
coming when it will be difficult to resist 
other claimants for the benefits: and 
there are many who hope to see, at last, 
a modest fall in prices. 


The recovery in housing output is now 
virtually complete; the index of gross out- 
put for the third quarter was back to the 
1956 level. The level of new non-housing 
work cannot be compared with levels 
before 1957, because of the break in the 
statistics (reported last quarter) caused 
by the addition of the erection work of 
constructional engineering fir.ns; but it 
is fairly clear that output in this sector 
is buoyant. The break should be only 
nominal for repair and maintenance, and 
here exceptionally high levels are shown; 
it will be interesting to see what reasons 
for this emerge. 


The index of retail prices continues to 
show an uneasy stability, with (perhaps) 
a slight tendency to rise; but the price 
index for the output of British manufac- 
turing industry sold on the home market 
shows a magnificent steadiness at 110 per 
cent of the level at the beginning of 1955. 
There have been enough price reductions 
to balance the occasional inevitable price 
rise. The stability is, of course, greatly 
helped by a relatively low level of raw 
material prices, which may now be 
coming to an end. 


It is possible that Britain will be forced, 
by the rises in interest rates and the 
stiffening of credit conditions which have 
occurred in many other countries, to go 
back to some degree of credit restric- 
tion, despite the fact that employment is 
not yet over-full and inflation is not yet 
considered a grave menace. Such a 
change might be a considerable disturb- 
ing influence for the building industry; 
until the situation is clearer, it would be 
unwise to be too optimistic for 1960.

Curtains on Architecture ; Research Ahead 
of Practice ; Wren as Prefabricator 


‘ Curtains on Architecture’ ? 


siR,—In his New Year message the 
President of the Royal Academy, whilst 
cheerfully looking forward to the new 
aspect that our cities and countryside 
wil! acquire from the use of new tech- 
niques, reminds us that ‘the old values’ 
in architecture still hold good. Among 
these he classifies ‘ skilled craftsmanship, 
good proportion, neighbourliness and 
beauty.’ 

Far be it for a layman to question so 
high an authority, but I wonder should 
beauty be regarded as an element of archi- 
tecture (or for that matter of any of the 
arts)? I would regard beauty as the 
climax and final achievement of a work 
of art. Beauty is not used, it happens. 
Perhaps that is what Sir Charles Wheeler 
intended when he put beauty at the end. 

It is the function of the artist to take a 
diversity of elements and by a pro- 
cess of imaginative gathering-together— 
or coalescence—to produce a climax of 
harmony, a climax which is in a large 
measure unity. Out of diversity a satis- 
factory unity—that is how I see beauty 
born. But beauty from buman hands 
does not produce itself by chance; it is 
conceived by the artist. 

The artist and the craftsman may or 
may not be one and the same person, but 
skilled craftsmanship is an element in all 
the arts. For the pictorial artist the dual 
role is necessary; he must take various 
colours (the diversities) and by his own 
skill coalesce them by brushwork to pro- 
duce his climax; success in this produces 
beauty. Likewise the literary artist; he 
uses the same diversity of words as you 
or I, but only his imagination arranges 
them in sequence and cadence to produce 
poetry. 

The musician and the architect are in 
the other category. Their imaginative 
gathering together of elements need only 
be indicative; another hand can perform 
the physical function required to produce

the finished work of art. In music the 
other hand must most often be an artist’s 
also, if the full beauty is to be portrayed; 
in architecture, however, it is aimost 
always through the employment of skilled 
craftsmen that the climax comes. 


Sir Charles Wheeler mentions ‘ skilled 
craftsmanship, good proportion, and 
neighbourliness’ as elements in the 
development of good architecture; there 
is also colour, and the sense of the use of 
diverse materials, and the handling of 
light and shade. It is curious that in the 
present following of fashion in the use of 
‘curtain walling’ architects should have 
largely deprived themselves of this last 
vital element. Nowadays if a building is 
‘massed’ aright, this is becoming a suf- 
ficient expression of exterior climax. In 
commenting on the PRA’s message in your 
leading article of January 15 you remark 
that the architect ‘must find ways and 
means of proving that efficiency and 
beauty in the building sense are terms not 
mutually exclusive.” It seems to me that 
if an architect is also an artist his ‘ effi- 
ciency’ in the play of elements will pro- 
duce beauty without a doubt. If he is not 
an artist it is going to be a chancy busi- 
ness. Moreover, if he deprives himself 
of much of his elemental material, and 
in particular so vital an element as 
chiaroscuro, whilst he may achieve ‘ effi- 
ciency’ in a utilitarian sense, he will not 
achieve ‘ sufficiency’ in any architectural 
sense. The loss of ‘ the old values’ could 
thus become equated with ‘ curtains on 
architecture.’

your excellent newspaper the BRS Digest 
No. 128 on dry lining system. 

I have for a long time interested myself 
in a rather similar method but found that 
it was not quite as simple as one would 
expect, especially with the joints which 
cannot be completely disguised. In view 
of what the Digest stated about using 
recessed or tapered boards I decided that 
I would try out their system and I wrote 
to a company mentioned in the digest to 
ask them to send me the spreader boxes 
as illustrated, but to my surprise they have 
written me back to say that these are not 
yet in production and in fact they are still 
waiting for a licence from The Building 
Research Station to manufacture. 

It does seem to be a complete waste of 
time for the Research Station to put out 
such a Digest only for the reader to find 
that he is unable to follow the advice sug- 
gested by them.

Shopfront Competition 
Organised by the Glass Beaders’ Association 


WINNING DESIGNS in the two-part com- 
petition fo: a small and large shop-front, 
sponsored by the Glassbenders’ Associa- 
tion, are illustrated on the facing page. 
Details of the competition awards were 
published in ‘ The Builder’ of January 15. 
The assessors were Messrs. J. Reid, 
ARIBA; Fello Atkinson, ARIBA; and 
L. R. Percival, director, Pilkington Bros. 
Ltd., and the following extracts are taken 
from their report: 


The general standard of the desizns 
submitted was disappointingly low and, 
considering the wide freedom allowed to 
the competitors, few fresh ideas were 
forthcoming. The entries for the small 
shop were, on the whole, of greater 
interest than for the larger. 


The most successful workable schemes 
fell into two categories, the cylindrical 
glass windows, and the horizontal non- 
reflecting curve window. Of the latter, 
only one (awarded 3rd prize in Section 
A) made any original contribution. Both 
winning designs, in different but appro- 
priate ways, made bolder and more origi- 


nal use of the cylindrical window idea 
than any other design submitted. 

Leonard Daniels, in his winning design 
for the small shop front, achieved a con- 
siderable and flexible display area and an 
attractive design without appearing to 
crowd or restrict the shop. The ceiling of 
the display area is perhaps a little lower 
than desirable and in its present form the 
window presents internal cleaning prob- 
lems; but these could be easily overcome 
and, as Mr. Daniels suggests in his report, 
the idea has the possibility of many 
variations. 

In section B, the larger shop front, 
selection of the winning designs was less 
obvious, but the Assessors are unanimous 
in their opinion that the design by 
Richard Burley, with its bold and simple 
use of glass cylindrical windows, should 
be awarded Ist prize.

THE ADDITIONS AND REMODELLING to Dr. Challoner’s 
Grammar School, Amersham, are an example of the 
change of emphasis from building new schools to improv- 
ing and enlarging existing schools, which is to be the 
general tendency in the next phase of school building 
work. Last year the MoE requested local authorities to 
submit estimates for the rehabilitation of existing schools 
in their area, and increased finances will be allotted for 
this kind of work in the coming period. Many schools 
have been built since the end of the war, and the aim 
now is to provide the number of school places that are 
required by means of extensions and improvements. 

At Dr. Challoner’s School 42,000 sq. ft. of new accom- 
modation has been provided, which house a total roll of 
540 pupils. Existing buildings had to be re-modelled 
for new purposes and extended in such a manner 
as to blend with both the old and new work, 
and the new accommodation had to be designed on a 
restricted site with the minimum of interference to school 
life. Three new blocks are placed in relation to the old 
hall to form a campus type plan with the four storey 
classroom block as the central focus. The old classroom 
building on the south side of the campus has been 
extended to provide woodwork and metalwork rooms, 
and is designed as a transitional link between the old and 
new work. 

The communal block on the west side contains the 
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For Buckinghamshire County Council 
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new hall and gymnasium, advantage being taken of the 
fall in the site to provide the new kitchen and dining 
room under the gymnasium. Changing rooms for boys 
and girls have been planned to be readily accessible from 
the hall, gymnasium and the playing fields. The new 
boiler house with a fully automatic oil-fired system heats 
the new accommodation and the original permanent 
buildings. 

The north side of the campus is protected by the 
science block containing laboratories for general science, 
chemistry, advanced chemistry, physics and biology. 
Preparation rooms, dark room, balance room, science 
classroom and a greenhouse are also provided. 

The main classroom block contains twelve classrooms 
and a penthouse art room on the roof terrace. It is con- 
nected at first floor level by means of a bridge to the 
laboratory block. The ground floor has cloakroom and 
toilet accommodation for both sexes. 

The old gym-hall has been transformed into a well 
equipped modern library and the old science and 
chemistry laboratories have been converted to provide 
new staff and administration rooms, The old domestic 
science block and the kitchen-dining block have been 
re-modelled for use as a music room and the needlework 
and cookery rooms respectively. The existing chemistry 
laboratory and classrooms have been converted into staff 
and administration rooms. The total cost was £172,000.

Ring enclosure on the east, replacing the Alex- 
andra stand and Grand Tier stand which were built 
in 1863 and 1839 respectively. A greater increased 
covered accommodation and general amenity is 
provided for 13,000 people, of which 8,000 will 
have free access to a terrace of steps sloping up 
from the front lawn, with a clear view of the whole 
track. Behind the steps for the full length of the 
stand, will be 1,800 tip-up stalls seats which can 
be reserved for a small extra charge. Projecting 
over the terrace will be three levels providing 280 
Private Boxes. 

In the ground floor hall 100 additional totalisator 
windows are provided. A bank of escalators at 
the main entrance convey visitors up to the first 
mezzanine level, leading to bars and the stall seats. 
The upper five floors are mezzanine or split-level 
planning, and contain the 280 private boxes which 
are all en-suite with private dining rooms. Total- 
isator windows are placed on intermediate floors.

Refinements in the design include 
built-in curtain tracks for optional 
screening of the bed-recess, emergency 
bell pushes in the bedrooms, w.c.’s, 
and bathrooms, communicating with 
the warden’s flat, and door bolts which 
can be operated from outside. A 
goods delivery room is provided in the 
entrance hall, with lockers for each 
flat, so that the corridors will only be 
used by tenants.

Canadian Architects Over Here 


A PARTY of over 70 Canadian architects 
and engineers arrived in London on 
January 21 to learn about the latest 
aspects of concrete design and construc- 
tion in Britain. The leader of the party, 
Mr. Joseph Boux, has said, ‘ there is much 
the British can teach us about the use of 
concrete in modern bridges and buildings. 
We are bringing our architectural and 
engineering friends to London for inten- 
sive study of British know-how that can 
be applied to Canada.’ 

The programme, which has. been 
arranged by the Dollar Exports Council 
in collaboration with the Cement and 
Concrete Association, began on Friday, 
when the party attended a conference on 
prestressed concrete bridges and saw an 
exhibition of the latest British equipment.

During this 
initial period there will be a number of 
opportunities for meeting and talking 
with British manufacturers of building 
plant and materials, and the third week 
of the party’s stay will be left free.

Minister of Labour at Annual Meeting ; Mr. E. J. 


The Annual Luncheon 
THE ANNUAL LUNCHEON of the LMBA was 
held at the Park Lane Hotel, Wl, on 
January 26, when the principal guest was 
the Minister of Labour, Mr. Edward 
Heath, MP. The Minister was introduced 
by MR. K. J. PEARCE, the retiring President, 
who was in the chair, and who proposed 
the toast of the guests. 

MR. HEATH spoke of the very great 
activity of the building industry at the 
present time, as witness the rapidly 
changing skyline of London. Indeed, the 
value of new construction and of new 
housing in the LMBA’s area was such that 
unemployment in building was no longer 
a problem, but rather the reverse—the 
difficulty was to find the craftsmen to 
do the work. 

The building industry, the Minister 
continued, needed not only to expand but 
a stable economy, which was the object 
of the Chancellor of the Exchequer’s 
economic policy. This brought him to 
the subject of training of the large number 
of craftsmen that the building programme 
would require. In this connection the 
LMBA was making a very useful contribu- 
tion, not only to its own area but to the 
country as a whole. 

In the first nine months of 1959, said 
Mr. Heath, the number of apprentices in 
the building industry had increased by 
nearly 20 per cent compared with the 
same period of 1958, the figures being 
18,102 and 15,136 respectively. Unfortu- 
nately the increase was probably mainly 
among non-indentured apprentices, but 
nevertheless the figures provided very 
heartening news. 

Another problem of 
arose through the use of 
and new methods of building, which 
might alter the demand for different 
occupational skills. The building 
industry, the Minister suggested, might 
think in terms of new forms of training 
to meet these changes, such as producing 
a more versatile craftsman skilled in more 
than one direction.

The Annual Meeting 


THE 88TH ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING of the 
London Master Builders’ Association was 
held at the Park Lane Hotel, London, 
W1, on January 26, with the retiring 
President, Mr. K. J. Pearce, in the chair. 
The following extracts are taken from the 
annual report which was presented at the 
meeting: 

Institute of Builders—The Association 
has warmly welcomed the _ increasing 
activity and developments in the work 
of the Institute and notably the new 
membership and examination structure. 

National Contractors’ Group.—The 
Group has played an increasingly impor- 
tant part in all the major fields of activity 
and the progress made in the important 
matter of apprenticeship is encouraging. 
The Group has proved an_ invaluable 
medium for persuading the larger firms 
to increase their intake of apprentices and 
to participate in the various training 
schemes available, particularly those for 
General Foremen. 

The experience and advice of Group 
Members has been made _ available 
through their representation on various 
Committees and it has been found help 
ful to have this readily effective means of 
keeping the Executive Committee and 
Council continually in touch with the 
views of the larger firms. Several ideas 
originating in the Group have assisted in 
shaping the Association’s policy. 

House-Building.—Although the output 
of private enterprise house-builders now 
exceeds that of local authorities, the 
demand for houses continues to grow. 
For years the industry has complained of 
the shortage of suitable land and there is 
no immediate’ prospect of radical 
improvement in the situation. Now that, 
under the Town and Country Planning 
Act, 1959, local authorities have to pay 
compensation based on current market 
value for land compulsorily acquired, a 
slight improvement can be detected. 

The first quinquennial review of 
development plans is now in progress in 
some areas. It will be necessary for house 
builders individually and collectively to 
examine any proposals for amendment of 
the original plans to ensure that they are 
not detrimental to the interests of the 
industry and, if necessary, to object at 
the appropriate time.

Hospital Architectural Competition 
THE SHEFFIELD REGIONAL HOSPITAL BOARD 
will invite, probably at the end of 
February, architects resident in Great 
Britain, Northern Ireland and Eire to take 
part in an open competition approved by 
the RIBA for designs for a new hospital 
of some 470 beds to be erected at Boston, 
Lincolnshire. The Board has appointed 
Mr. J. M. Easton, FRIBA, as assessor. 
The competition will be conducted in 
two stages, the preliminary stage com- 
prising sketch plans showing the general 
layout, massing and composition of the 
scheme. From the competitors taking 
part in the preliminary stage the assessor 
will select six to prepare more detailed 
schemes for the final stage. Each of these 
six selected competitors will receive a 
premium of £500 and the author of the 
winning design finally chosen will, in 
addition, be awarded a further £1,500.

The project will provide a 
general undergraduate teaching hospital 
with 800 beds and medical school. It is 
hoped to begin construction within two 
years.

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THE NEED for a comprehensive scheme for 
multi-storey garages in Central London 
was discussed by the London County 
Council on January 26, when it was 
reported that the General Purposes Com- 
mittee had invited discussions with the 
Metropolitan Boroughs’ Standing Joint 
Committee to urge its view that there 
should be a comprehensive plan for a 
phased provision of multi-storey garages 
in Central London. 

This statement follows a summary of 
the report of the Committee on London 
Roads (Nugent Committee) which esti- 
mated that about 50,000 vehicles were 
daily parked on the streets of Central 
London, and that the broad effect of 
clearing all parked vehicles off the streets 
except at parking meters might be to 
increase their traffic capacity by 15 to 25 
per cent. The average cost of providing 
off-street garage space in central Lon- 
don was estimated at about £1,500 a car 
space and the economic charge might well 
be 12s. 6d. or more a day. 


Capital Investment of £45m. Involved 

The Council’s representatives on the 
Nugent Committee had stated, in a 
reservation to the report, that full pro- 
vision for all the present long-term 
parkers in inner London could involve 
car parking for 30,000 cars involving 
capital investment of some £45m., and 
even a reduced programme could involve 
heavy commitments for the local authori- 
ties concerned (i.e., the City Corporation 
and the Metropolitan Borough Councils). 
They urged the view that the need for a 
comprehensive system of car parks was 
so urgent that a ‘ shot in the arm’ policy 
was needed and that the Government 
should be prepared to make some contri- 
bution to the local authorities undertak-

Mechanical Car Park for London 
The Use of Lift Platforms 


WHAT MAY WELL BE the first mechanical 
car park to be operated in London is to 
be built on a site in Shoe-lane near 
Holborn Circus in the City with an asso- 
ciated office building.

Mechanical Car Park Approved by Common Council 


THE COURT OF COMMON COUNCIL of the 
City of London, at its meeting at Guild- 
hall on January 21, approved a recom- 
mendation from the Improvements and 
Town Planning Committee for a building 
lease to be granted for a_ ten-storey 
mechanical car-park. The lease, on a 99- 
years term, was granted to Parcar, Ltd. 

The building, which will be on a site 
bounded by Shoe-lane. Robin Hood-court 
and New Street-square, will include a 
petrol station, servicing facilities, offices, 
showrooms and licensed premises. 

The recommendation contained a 
clause that the lessees should submit 
plans and a specification of the building 
for approval by the Corporation within a 
time to be stipulated in the building 
agreement, together with a statement 
setting out in detail the method of opera- 
tion of any mechanical and electrical 
equipment proposed to be installed in 
connection with the parking or move- 
ment of vehicles. Detailed drawings and 
specifications of all such equipment have 
also to be submitted. 

After the meeting, a spokesman for 
Parcar, Ltd., a company jointly owned 
by Mitchell Engineering, Ltd., and the 
Unit Construction Co., Ltd., said that the 
mechanical car park, which will be 
separate from but adjacent to the office 
building, will be ten storeys high and will 
be equipped with two lifts, each capable 
of carrying two cars at atime. Cars will 
be removed from the lift and parked by 
mechanical dollies. 

‘Accommodation will be provided on 
the site for about 240 cars,’ the spokes- 
man said. ‘The rates for parking have 
not yet finally been worked out and, in 
any case, are a matter for the operator. 
Despite the high site values applicable to 
this part of London, there is no reason to 
suppose that charges will differ materially 
from the normal London charges for 
under-cover parking.’ The adjacent office 
building will be seven floors high and 
there will be 40,000 sq. ft. of office space. 

Work on the site is expected to begin 
in June, 1960, by the Unit Construction 
Co., Ltd., and both buildings will be com- 
pleted in about 12 months or thereafter. 
Architects for the whole scheme are 
Howard V. Lobb and Partners, 20 Gower- 
street, London, W1. 


Car-space Standards in Dispute 
The court also agreed to a 
mendation to ask the 
Council to refer a disagreement 
between them to the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government. The 
LCC agree that planning permission 
should be granted for new office premises 
at 8-10 Coopers-row and part of 10-11 
The Crescent, Minories. They propose 
two conditions: that the four topmost 
storeys of the twelve-storey block which 
is planned should be omitted, and that 
there should be one car space for each 
2,000 sq. ft. of office floor space. The 
City’s Improvements and Town Planning 
Committee stated that it ‘ cannot accept’ 
these conditions. The Corporation stan- 
dard for car space is one for each 2,500

sq. ft. of office floor space. 

The Court approved another recommenda- 
tion from the Improvements and Town 
Planning Committee to permit the under- 
mentioned proposed development: Site 
bounded by Upper Thames-street, Queen- 
street-place, River Thames and the proposed 
public cleansing depot, including vaults 
under Queen-street-place—erection of a 
mechanical garage (Zidpark). (Architects: 
C. E. Wilford and Son, 2 Green-street, W1). 

The Council refused to permit the follow- 
ing development: So much of 80-83 Royal 
Mint-street and the Rising Sun public house, 
73-88 Minories, the Goods Depot, and 
Sparrow Corner as are within the City- 
development for use as offices and garage 
with a petrol station and ancillary service. 
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The Corporation state that the site has 
been selected by the Common Council as 
one which should be reserved for the pro- 
vision of a multi-storey car park to provide 
parking facilities for at least 500 cars, and it 
is probable that this figure will increase to 
750 spaces. (Architects: T. P. Bennett and 
Son, 43 Bloomsbury-street, WC1.) 

The court approved the drawings and par- 
ticulars for the following: 135-146 Alders- 
gate-street, 89-92 Long-lane and 17 Newbury- 
street—erection of headquarters building for 
the London Salvage Corps, including offices, 
appliance room, workshops, dormitories, 
recreation rooms and senior officers’ flats.

Urban Prosperity and the Motor Vehicle 


A Paper at the Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors 


“THIS is the age of the motor-vehicle 
whether we like it or not,’ said MR. C. T. 
BRUNNER, vice-chairman of the British 
Road Federation, in a paper on ‘ Traffic 
Congestion: Its Causes and Conse- 
quences’ to the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors, on January 26. He 
continued: ‘Although, in the short-term, 
restrictions on parking may be necessary, 
no city which refuses to plan for the 
reasonable use of motor-vehicles can hope 
to retain its position.’ 

If traffic congestion in our cities con- 
tinued or grew worse, the land usage 
of large areas would alter and the whole 
structure of property values would be 
affected. ‘If people cannot easily shop, 
make business or professional visits, or 
attend entertainment in the city, they 
will sooner or later transfer their custom 
elsewhere, as proved by experience both 
in this country and abroad.’ 

On the subject of parking, Mr. Brunner 
added: ‘ Kerb-parking, as permitted by 
parking-meters, could well be shown to be 
a false economy since, in addition to dis- 
couraging the short-term parker finan- 
cially, the meter parking-bays reduce the 
total number of vehicles that can be 
accommodated at the kerb—with a con- 
sequent loss of trade to the businesses in 
the area. 

* The Paris parking disc scheme, on the 
other hand, allows free parking for one 
hour, and even longer in certain circum- 
stances. Mr. Marples has said that he 
does not consider the scheme suitable for 
London, but the British Road Federation 
have made an extensive survey in 
Kingston-on-Thames, and evolved three 
possible variations of it.’ 

Mr. Brunner had some strong criti- 
cism to make about investment in roads: 
‘Great Britain has the highest vehicle 
density in the world—+31 vehicles (exclud- 
ins motorcycles) per road mile, as against 
20 in the United States. Investment in 
roads, in the past, has been totally inade- 
quate. The present roads programme is a 
welcome start, but it is only a fraction 
of what must be undertaken if our road 
system is to work efficiently. Britain has 
the material resources to build roads at 
about three times the current rate, if suf- 
ficient priority be given to the task. 

‘The major and most difficult aspect 


of traffic congestion is not on roads 
between urban areas, but in and around 
the towns and cities themselves.’ As the 
Select Committee on Estimates pointed 
out last year, ‘ one result of the lack of a 
national plan has been an over-emphasis 
on motorways through fields,.to the 
neglect of urban bottlenecks. 

‘Itis a balanced but unstinting develop- 
ment of both which is required; and while 
this is being done we must utilise the full 
traffic capacity of our existing roads. More 
traffic research and engineering could in- 
crease, by as much as one third, the 
capacity of existing streets at compara 
tively small expense.’ 


Preparing for the Future 


Mr. Brunner had this to say about the 
future: ‘The number of registered 
vehicles has doubled since 1949, and 
can expect to be more than trebled by 
the late sixties. Mass-production indus- 
tries have become increasingly dependent 
ou road transport. To win back custom, 
British Railways might well adopt the 
American * piggy-back’ service, whereby 
trains carry complete their 
trailers. 

‘An essential corollary to restricting 
long-term kerb-parking and _ building 
motorways is the provision of adequate 
off-street parking facilities. The present 
minimum parking requirements for new 
buildings in London are extremely modest 
Town planners must, in future, be aware 
of the additional traffic generated by new 
planning schemes. 

‘Unless cities expand upwards, the 
pressure outwards will burst through the 
Green Belt, and urban sprawl! will cover 
our countryside. A balanced city should 
be the aim—future developments should 
be on the pattern of the Barbican project. 

‘Helicopters, monorails, roads built 
over railways, ‘“ clearways”™. and pedes- 
trian precincts are a few of the develop- 
ments which may become commonplace 
in the future.’ 

He concluded: Informed 
essential and urgent. Decisions on what 
long-term policies are required for 
vehicles in cities must be hammered out 
now. Continued inaction will prejudice 
the future.’

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A Planning Inquiry 
South Row, Blackheath

IN CONNECTION WITH THE BUILDING of 23 
flats with 10 maisonettes and 16 garages 
proposed on a site with a heath frontage 
between the Paragon and Colonnade 
House, Blackheath, a public inquiry was 
held at Lewisham Town Hall on January 
13 and 14 before a Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government Inspector. 

The case arose out of an appeal by 
Span Developments Ltd. against the 
refusal by London County Council to 
grant planning permission to the design 
by Mr. Eric Lyons, OBE, FRIBA, repro- 
duced on this page. The grounds for 
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the refusal were that the proposal was 
lacking in harmony with neighbouring 
buildings, Colonnade House and The 
Paragon, and out of keeping in this set- 
ting. Counsel for Span Developments 
Ltd. quoted earlier policy decisions of 
the Minister, and contended that the 
appellants’ scheme, though modern in 
design, would have none of the detrimen- 
tal effects alleged. 

SIR HUGH CASSON, one of the witnesses 
for the appellants, referred to the loss by 
enemy action of the buildings in South 
Row as a great architectural tragedy. 
He considered that Mr. Lyons’s pian had 
met the undoubted difficulties which 
existed in placing new buildings beside 
ole ones. At this point the LCC pro- 
duced an alternative plan which had been 
prepared by Mr. W. A. Eden, FRIBA, 
chief architect, historical buildings depart- 
ment, as an indication of the practicabi- 
lity of providing an elevation retaining 
the main features of the original design in 
conjunction with modern flats behind. 

Sir Hugh Casson felt that Mr. Eden’s 
design, though quite successful, was not 
necessarily the correct solution. He 
agreed, in reply to another question, that 
something on these lines might be the 
safer course, but that safety was not 
always a virtue. 

MR. LYONS, giving evidence, considered 
that his building would not compete with 
its neighbours, and criticised the LCC 
proposal as ‘drear.’ He had attempted 
an ‘abstract pattern’ and a building 
deliberately asymmetrical. 

MR. EDEN, cross-examined by Mr. Good- 
fellow, counsel for the LCC, explained 
that his design was only tentative and 


could be modified, and that the Council 
were concerned with retaining a sense of 
symmetry in relation to the adjoining 
important buildings. In reference to an 
earlier reply by Sir Hugh, Mr. Eden 
theught the Minister would be taking an 
infinitely greater risk in approving Mr. 
Lyons’s scheme. The Blackheath Society, 
through their counsel Mr. David Kemp, 
supported the LCC and stressed the fact 
that some thirteen years ago the then 
Minister of Housing, in view of its im- 
portance in relation to the whole of this 
Paragon development, had expressly ex- 
cluded this site from the adjoining muni- 
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cipal housing estate. ‘ Goffers House,’ a 
block of flats recently built by Mr. David 
Bush, was frequently referred to and 
described as ‘ Neo-Georgian’ in style! 

It was stated that the Blackheath 
Society, at a largely attended meeting, 
had passed a resolution, with one dis- 
sentient, in opposition to the ‘ Span’ pro- 
posals. The Blackheath Park Residents’ 
Association and The Paragon Residents. 
represented by Mr. Bezzant and Mr. 
Hollis respectively, spoke in opposition to 
the ‘Span’ scheme. 

Letters of objection from influential 
residents, in addition to those already 
received by the Minister, were handed to 
the Inspector. Other local residents 
spoke on the same lines. 

The result of the inquiry may not be 
known for several weeks.

Law Report 


Action for Damages Against Architect 
for Alleged Negligence Dismissed 


Court of Appeal. Before Lords Justices Harman and Hodson 
and Mr. Justice Havers 


Armitage v. E. William Palmer and 
Partners 


THE COURT OF APPEAL, on January 20, 
dismissed, with costs, an appeal by Mr. 
Lindley Robertson Armitage, chartered 
accountant, of 63A London-road, Enfield, 
from a judgment of Mr. Justice Lloyd- 
Jacob dismissing his action against 
Messrs. E. William Palmer and Partners, 
architects, of 8, The Town, Enfield, for 
damages for alleged negligence in design- 
ing and siting a block of flats on his land. 

The defendants had denied negligence 
and said that the building as originally 
sited did not infringe rights of light. They 
also denied that they were employed by 
the plaintiff when building commenced. 

Mr. L. A. Blundell, QC, and Mr. C. 
Priday (instructed by Messrs. Enever, 
Strong, Freeman and Co.) appeared for 
the appellant plaintiff; Mr. R. D. Stewart- 
Brown, QC, and Mr. D. G. Wright 
(instructed by Messrs. Sydney Redfern 
and Co.) represented the respondent 
defendants. 

MR. BLUNDELL said the plaintiff employed 
the defendants as architects but did not 
require them to supervise the actual 
detailed building work. The plaintiff's 
builders, Hubert C. Leach, Ltd., of 


Cheshunt, had their own architect's 
department and the plaintiff employed the 
defendants only up to the point of prepar- 
ing all plans. The building appeared to 
offend against a neighbour’s ancient 
lights. 

Giving judgment, LORD JUSTICE HARMAN 
said that after the builders had started 
digging trenches for the erection of the 
flats in accordance with the architects’ 
drawings, Mr. Golledge, of 65 London- 
road, complained that the building would 
infringe his right to light. Mr. Armitage 
then sent for the architects’ senior part- 
ner, Mr. E. W. Palmer, FRIBA, who said 
that the proposed building would infringe 
the neighbour's rights. 


‘An Astonishing Admission’ 


That was an astonishing admission for 
an architect, and it was admitted that it 
was a breach of his professional duty not 
to have warned his client. In the court 
below, the case went off on a subsidiary 
issue, the judge finding that the archi- 
tects owed no duty to Mr. Armitage 
because the relationship of architect and 
client had been ended previously. The 
architects did not now seek to hold the 
judgment on that ground. 
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His lordship continued that Mr. 
Palmer suggested turning the building, 
which would have the effect of putting it 
4 ft. 6in. further from the boundary, and 
said that the building would then be al! 
right so far as the neighbour’s rights 
were concerned. This was the negligent 
advice alleged, and it was said to be 
wrong advice. Mr. Armitage accordingly 
had the trenches re-sited. 

It was argued that, even if the court 
held that the advice was not wrong, the 
court might still find the architects 
guilty of negligence, because, having 
started on the wrong foot, they must be 
particularly careful not to give rash 
advice which resulted in a renewal of the 
neighbour's complaints and the starting 
of a suit in the Chancery Division. 

Mr. Goliedge took the advice of a light 
specialist, who contended that Mr. Armi- 
tage could be compelled to set back his 
building so that he could have only three 
instead of four flats. Mr. Armitage also 
took expert advice and eventually the 
action was settled by an agreed order 
under which the slope of the roof and the 
height of the eaves were altered. Mr. 
Armitage sought to recover from the 
architects some £830 expenses he had 
incurred, as a result. 


In the upshot, it was not for the court 
to say that the advice Mr. Palmer gave 
when he advised turning the building was 
right or wrong. Two experts on the very 
technical subject of light had been pre- 
pared to go into the witness box to give 
opposite views as to whether he was right 
or wrong. 

In such circumstances, could it be said 
that Mr. Palmer’s advice fell below the 
standard demanded of an architect that 
he should act with reasonable profes- 
sional skill and competence? His lord- 
ship did not think so. Mr. Palmer had 
cured his original negligence when he 
advised turning the building. He did not 
then leave out any precaution an archi- 
tect should have taken except perhaps in 
not going into the room in Mr. Golledge’s 
property to see how the light might be 
affected. That was not very essential, 
because he could judge from the size of 
the window. Assuming that Mr. Palmer's 
advice was wrong, his lordship would not 
hold it to be negligent, because a wrong 
opinion was not necessarily negligent. 

MR. JUSTICE HAVERS and LORD JUSTICE 
HODSON agreed, and the appeal was dis- 
missed, with costs. 

Leave to appeal to the House of Lords 
was refused. 


Development of Birmingham Bull Ring 
Area 


Approval in Principle for £5m. Scheme 


BIRMINGHAM PUBLIC WORKS COMMITTEE 
have approved in principle a £5m. scheme 
submitted by the Laing Investment Co. 
Ltd. for the comprehensive redevelopment 
of a 3-acre site in the Bull Ring area of 
the city. At their meeting on February 
2 the City Council will be recommended 
to accept the scheme. Construction will 
be undertaken by John Laing & Son Ltd., 
and completion is planned by March, 
1963. 

A statement issued on Wednesday by 
CLLR. D. S. THOMAS, chairman of Birming- 
ham Public Works Committee, said that 
plans ‘of the building schemes and in 
many cases models, in conjunction with 
the financial offers made for a building 
lease, have been examined by the Public 
Works Committee. Some of the schemes 
did not fully comply with the require- 
ments for the development of the area, 
as set out in the issued particulars, and 
the final choice that was the outcome of 
the consideration given to this matter lay 
between two schemes both of which were 
acceptable to the Committee and con- 
tained many interesting features. After 
consideration, the Public Works Commit- 
tee unanimously decided to recommend 
the offer submitted by Laing Investment 
Co. Ltd. to the Council for acceptance. 

The development which Laing Invest- 
ment Co. Ltd. have submitted for the 
area owned by the Corporation and in 
private ownership, the statement con- 
tinues, consists essentially of a building 
with four main floors, containing the 
retail markets, 141 shops and depart- 
mental stores. It is proposed that the 
temperatures on these floors shall be con- 


trolled throughout the year. In addition, 
the developers have in mind, amongst 
other things, open-planned continental- 
type restaurants and attractive garden 
displays in the public areas all the year 
round. There will be a multi-purpose 
hall or cinema. 

There are two main shopping floors 
separated vertically by a car parking floor 
from which access is gained to a multi- 
storey parking tower along. the 
Edgbaston-street frontage of the site. A 
7-storey office block rises above the 4- 
storey ‘ podium’ on site No. 2. Car park- 
ing is provided for 626 cars. 
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Modular Co-ordination 
Proceedings of UN Committee 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE AD HOC MEETING on 
Standardisation and Modular Co-ordina- 
tion in Building are now issued by UN 
from Geneva. 

During the past five years, the question 
of standardisation and modular co-ordina- 
tion in building has been on the agenda 
of the Housing Committee and its work- 
ing parties on a number of occasions. In 
May, 1954, the Working Party on Cost 
of Building included the question in its 
programme, and invited a number of 
countries and international organisations 
to provide it with information on the 
progress of their studies in that field. 


In November, 1957, the Housing Com- 
mittee defined the objectives of the ad hoc 
meeting and invited Mr. Blachére (France) 
and Mr. Drogeanu (Roumania) to act 
as rapporteurs and to prepare, together 
with the secretariat and in consultation 
with the other international organisations 
working in this field, a paper setting out 
detailed arrangements. In compliance 
with this request the rapporteurs, in col- 
laboration with the Secretariat, drew up, 
at the beginning of 1958, a provisional 
agenda for the ad hoc meeting, dividing 
the subject into three main topics of dis- 
cussions: standardisation at the national 
level, standardisation at the international 
level, and international trade in building 
materials and components. At its six- 
teenth session, in June, 1958, the Commit- 
tee approved this document, decided that 
the ad hoc meeting should be held in 
June, 1959, and invited Mr. Blachére, as 
general rapporteur, together with experts 
from a number of other countries, to 
assist the secretariat in the necessary pre- 
paratory work.

(3) to show how standardisation of 
quality and dimensions can promote the 
developments of international trade in 
building materials and components. 

The ad hoc meeting was held at Geneva 
on June 17-18 last; its findings and recom- 
mendations were afterwards presented to 
the Housing Committee. A series of 
recommendations stressed the importance 
of standardisation in reducing building 
costs and the part that the authorities 
can play by encouraging the application 
of standardisation to house construction. 
Attention was drawn, in particular, to 
the various ways in which governments 
can promote the application of standards 
in building programmes for which they 
are directly responsible. Among the 
many recommendations concerning the 
need for further action or surveys at the 
international level was one on which it 
was recommended that immediate action 
should be taken: the convening of a 
symposium of experts to prepare draft 
rules defining the dimensions of large 
components used in house construction. 

The meeting requested that a brief 
report on its work, together with the 
principal documents considered, should 
be published. In compliance with this 
request, subsequently endorsed by the 
Housing Committee, a document has been 
issued for general distribution. This will 
be commented on in a later issue of 
‘The Builder.’

Furniture of the Future 
The Exhibition Reviewed 


THE FURNITURE EXHIBITION, Open at Earls 
Court until February 6, takes a look into 
the 1960s—a period which has interest- 
ing possibilities as Sir Gordon Russell 
expresses in a lively contribution to the 
current issue of ‘Punch.’ Since the war 
there has been an increasing awareness of 
interior house design and a willingness to 
experiment with both form and colour. 
This year, the long, low look is very much 
in fashion. Cabinet pieces, such as side- 
boards, are lower in height, influenced, 
no doubt to some extent, by the increas- 
ing size of modern windows’ which 
demand low-level units if the window 
wall is to be utilised. 


Multi-height Fittings 


Another trend to keep pace with 
modern homes is the addition of multi- 
height fittings to the existing ranges of 
multi-width fittings. These new units 
give four variations in height so as to 
allow more furniture to be accommodated 
in rooms where wall width’is scarce and 
to vary the level of a long line of units. 
Greater flexibility is another noticeable 
feature. Whilst unit and dual-purpose 
furniture has been on the market for 
some time now, there is evidence of a 
new approach. One range is based on a 
2 ft. 4 in. module and the basic com- 
ponents, cushions, seats and table tops 
can be arranged in many different ways. 
Similarly, there is a new dining set in 
which the sideboard is made up of three 
units which can be purchased separately 
and placed side by side. Much of the fur- 
niture is very compact, evidence of the 
generally smaller scale of living accom- 
modation, and one display that catches 
the eye is a nest of tables, exhibited by 
Philday Cabinet Co., Ltd., with an ash 
underframe and anti-acid lacquered ply- 
wood top. Bed-sitters can be furnished 
from a real crop of convertibles and the 
newest settee beds have one thing in 
common—all aim at easier conversion. 

In the past few years the advance of 
plastic laminates and man-made fibres in 
the home has been startling and yet there 
is plenty of evidence at this Exhibition 
that the pace in the next ten years will 
be accelerated. A stand such as J. Berry 
and Sons, Ltd. will give some idea of the 
range in which a melamine resin surface is 
being used. Doors, drawers and decora- 
tive surfaces have been given melamine 
facings, and plastics are also being used 
to decorate dining furniture in such a 
way that plastic table tops are matching 
plastic upholstered chairs. And in the 
range of kitchen equipment, Formica and 
Warerite tops for tables and working sur- 
faces seem to be becoming almost stan- 
dard. 


New Furnishing Fabric 


There is also a new furnishing fabric, 
woven from synthetic fibres, which is 
non-absorbent and from which all stains 
can be wiped off with a damp cloth. As 
it is claimed to have five times the wear 


of ordinary wool moquette it is not sur 
prising to witness its growing popularity, 
at least at this Exhibition. 

The centrepiece of the Exhibition is the 
stand of the Council of Industrial Design. 
It is an open-sided stand covering a rec- 
tangular area of 1,250 sq. ft. The Coun- 
cil is displaying some forty pieces of 
furniture which it has selected as typify- 
ing present-day trends in furniture design. 
These are exhibited on nine platforms that 
rise from the well of the stand, designed 
to give the impression of room settings. 

Another exhibit which is creating a lot 
of interest is the ‘ Home by the Sea’ dis- 
played by ‘Home’ magazine. It is 
intended as a holiday retreat for the pro- 
fessional man, providing a background for 
boating, bathing and relaxation. Glass, 
natural wood and plastics have been 
freely used in construction so that the 
minimum in maintenance is needed. The 
home, a two-storey structure, is built on 
a raised deck clear of shingle. The first 
floor is only shown in plan form but the 
ground floor, consisting of living room, 
kitchen, hallspace and exterior deck area, 
is exhibited and is worth seeing for some 
thoughtful use of the timber (supplied by 
James Latham Ltd.). 


Furnishing to a Budget 


The theme of the Exhibition is ‘ Fur- 
nishing to a Figure’ and to demonstrate 
how it can be done, five interior designers 
have furnished the same two rooms in 
different styles and on different budgets. 
It is difficult to know who had the harder 
task, Thurloe Conolly with £100 to spend 
or Margaret Casson who had money to 
burn, but it is interesting to note that 
there is an economy of style in both 
designs, albeit that one was enforced. In 
fact Lady Casson has achieved her most 
dramatic effect by structural change: 
two-thirds of the floor area has been 
raised one foot, covered with green slate 
and furnished as a sitting room and with- 
out the use of any form of unit partition 
or other dividers and the room has been 
given a completely separate character to 
that of the adjoining dining area. 

All the rooms are worth seeing if only 
because, like selecting the best England 
XIs over different periods, it is the sort 
of game everyone can enjoy without ever 
reaching agreement.

40-hour Week in Civil Engineering 


Agreement in Operation 


A NEW APPROACH on the question of 
reduced hours of work was agreed on 
January 20, at a meeting of the Civil 
Engineering Construction Conciliation 
Board when the unions accepted an offer 
made by the employers to reduce working 
hours from 44 to 40 per week in the four 
winter months November, December, 
January and February. The offer included 
a compensatory wage increase of 14d. per 
hour and an increase in overtime 
premiums from  time-and-a-quarter to 
time-and-a-half for the first two hours of 
overtime. 

The unions had claimed a 40-hour week 
throughout the year without loss of pay 
plus a wage increase of. 4d. per hour. 

MR. J. MAURICE LAING, chairman of the 
Federation of Civil Engineering Contrac- 
tors, said he was glad that the claim had 
been settled amicably. In making their 
offer the employers had taken into 
account the general desire on the part 
of labour for more leisure and the 
national need to keep prices steady. The 
reduction in working hours had been con- 
fined to the winter months when, because 
of poorer site conditions and shorter day- 
light hours, production would be least 
affected. 

The offer had been made possible by 
increased productivity resulting from 
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high mechanisation and new techniques, 
which the civil engineering unions had 
always encouraged. 


Details of Award 


The Civil Engineering Construction 
Conciliation Board has issued the follow- 
ing information on the award: 

Operative Date.—Six weeks after 
acceptance by the unions, viz: February 
29, 1960. 

Working Hours.—-At present, working 
hours are 44 hours per week throughout 
the year. They will be reduced to 40 
hours per week in November, December, 
January and February, continuing at 44 
hours per week in the remaining eight 
months of the year. This gives an 
average of 42% hours per week over the 
year as a whole. 

Basic Wage Rate.—To be increased by 
14d. per hour. At present, navvies’ or 
labourers’ basic wage rate is 4s. 4d. per 
hour in London and 4s. 24d. per hour 
elsewhere. The craftsmen’s basic wage 
rate is at present 4s. 104d. per hour in 
London and Liverpool and 4s. 9d. per 
hour elsewhere. 

Overtime.—At present, the overtime 
rates for the first four hours of overtime 
are time-and-a-quarter for the first two

The 
operatives’ panel consists of representa- 
tives of the Transport and General 
Workers’ Union, the National Union of 
General and Municipal Workers, the 
National Union of Enginemen, Firemen, 
Mechanics and Electrical Workers and 
certain craft unions, including the Amal- 
gamated Union of Building Trade 
Workers and the Amalgamated Society 
of Woodworkers. The employer party to 
the Board is the Federation of Civil 
Engineering Contractors. 


NFBTE’s Comment

The Week in Parliament 
By Our Parliamentary Correspondent 
A CONTINUING high level of expenditure on 
Government building and an increased 
budget for the roads programme is likely 
to be revealed when the estimates of the 
various Ministries for the financial year 
beginning April 1 next are published in 
February and March as a prelude to the 
Budget statement by the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. 

The time of the year is now approaching 
when both Houses turn their attention 
to private Bills. Petitions for 36 of them 
were deposited before the House 
adjourned for Christmas. At least three 
of them, the Tyne Tunnel Bill, the Black- 
friars Bridgehead Improvement Bill and 
the British Transport Commission Bill, in- 
volve construction projects of consider 
able size, the last named Bill giving the 
Commission various powers necessary 
to proceed with their railway modernisa 
tion plans. 

The BTC Bill involves the construction 
of certain works in London and the areas 
of Bedford, Isle of Ely, East Sussex, Kent, 
Leicester, Peterborough, Salop, Leeds, 
Sheffield, York, Monmouth, Newport, 
Buckingham and Gloucester. 

There is sure to be some debate on the 
Covent Garden Market Bill which the 
Government will be introducing to set up 
a new market and a new authority to 
run it. The City of London (Various 
Powers) Bill also contains provisions to 
confer powers on the Corporation of Lon- 
don for the improvement of Spitalfields 
Market, including the acquisition of land 
and provision of buildings in Stepney. 

Finally, of the Private Members’ Bills. 
there is sure to be considerable interest 
in the progress of the Offices Bill which, 
against Government advice, had its second 
reading before Christmas.

Saturday Morning Work—A Legal Case 
Vital Evidence Withheld 


From a Legal Correspondent 


THE COURT OF APPEAL recently in the case 
of Devenish v P. D. I. Homes (Hythe) 
Ltd. considered certain matters arising 
out of a dispute between a foreman in 
the building trade who was the plaintiff 
in an action against his employers. 

The plaintiff had claimed damages for 
breach of contract from the defendants 
and alleged that he had been wrongly 
dismissed. The question at issue was 
whether there was a term in his employ- 
ment that he was not to work on Satur- 
day or whether, as alleged by the 
defendants, he was engaged on normal 
working hours, namely 8 a.m, to 5 p.m., 
less one hour for lunch from Monday to 
Friday, and from 8 a.m. to noon on 
Saturday. 

The matter came before the Registrar 
of the Southampton County Court instead 
of the judge, by consent of the parties, 
whe decided in favour of the builders, 
holding that the defendants were justified 
in dismissing the plaintiff for not attend- 
ing at work on Saturday morning. The 
plaintiff applied to the judge who was 
prepared to grant a new trial because the 
plaintiff had corroborative evidence in 
court at the first trial. This evidence was 
that he did not work on Saturdays when 
he was first employed except on one 
occasion. This had not been called for 
by his solicitor. 

The Court of Appeal would not accept 
that a new trial was possible following 
the principles enunciated by Lord Lore- 
burn L.C. in Brown v Dean in 1910. This 
was that the discretion granted under 
County Courts Act 1888 S.93 must be 
exercised judicially and not arbitrarily. 
In this case there was no new informa- 
tion which could not have been produced 
at the first trial. These principles still 
applied under the new county court rules. 

Under an 1899 case, Young v Kershaw, 
Burton v Kershaw, the basis of a new 
trial should be that the person asking for 
it should not be remiss in adducing all 
possible evidence and that the new evi- 
dence would be such as to render it 


probable almost beyond doubt that the 
verdict would be altered. 

This case is a warning to builders and 
their advisers that it is most important 
to have all evidence available at the 
initial trial.

‘So much so that 
it is compelled to adopt an almost per- 
manent recruiting campaign for manage- 
ment consultancy staff. Many testi- 
monials have been received from firms 
who have used the service and all bear 
witness to the value of the advice and 
guidance given and the advantages they 
have gained. 

‘There is a growing awareness among 
firms, both large and small,” Mr. Prosser 
continued, ‘ that not to use the Building 
Advisory Service is to put them at a dis- 
advantage with their competitors. In the 
future, in addition to the individual 
assignments it carries out on behalf of 
building firms, the service will be organis- 
ing more courses and conferences on 
Management and supervisory subjects 
than ever before. I suggest that building 
trades employers take the opportunity to 
go on these courses themselves or to 
send their representatives to them.’

Builders Fined £25 for Breach of 
Safety Regulations 


Two Men Killed by Collapse of Trench 


C. BRYANT AND SONS, LTD., the Birmingham 
firm of builders and civil engineering con- 
tractors, were fined £25 dt Shrewsbury 
on January 15 on a charge arising from a 
trench collapse which caused the deaths 
of two workmen at Hook-a-Gate railway 
sidings, near Shrewsbury,.on October 27 
last. Costs of £3 6s. were awarded against 
the firm. 

The company denied contravention of 
the Factories Act regulations covering 
precautions to ensure the safety of per- 
sons to whom the Act applied. Announc- 
ing the decision of the Bench, however, 
MR. EDWARD JACKSON, the chairman, said: 
‘The men responsible for the work on 
this site were aware that the soil was 
likely to cause difficulties in digging the 
trench. They did not take precautions 
appropriate to the conditions.’ 

Prosecuting, MR. R. fi. HUGHES, HM 
Inspector of Factories, said that the two 
operatives were killed when a newly 
excavated and untimbered section of a 


16-ft. trench suddenly collapsed on them 
as they were timbering it. A consider- 
able depth of the trench was made-up 
ground and there had been heavy rain 
immediately before the accident. 

MR. GEOFFREY BAKER, senior engineer 
attached to civil engineering headquarters 
of the Factory Inspectorate, said that he 
was ‘rather alarmed’ when he examined 
the trench after the accident. The 
shoring methods used were not those of 
standard practice. 

Three engineers called by the defence 
said that the timbering methods used by 
the company at Hook-a-Gate were uni- 
versally accepted by the building industry 
as being the safest. 

The site foreman, PATRICK JOSEPH GAL- 
LAGHER, said that the method was agreed 
by timbermen to be the most satisfactory. 
There was an adequate supply of timber 
at the site and both of the operatives were 
experienced in that type of work. Mr.

Consortium to Purchase Plant? 


SPEAKING at the annual dinner and dance 
of the Sheffield Federation of Master 
Builders, the Lord Mayor of Sheffield, 
ALD. A. V. WOLSTENHOLME, Said it might 
embarrass some of their members if they 
were asked to take on large municipal 
contracts, and suggested that in order to 
compete with outside contractors. they 
might consider forming a kind of con 
sortium to purchase plant to undertake 
such work and so be able to play a bigger 
part in building up the city. 

The Lord Mayor was replying to the 
president of the Federation, mR. c. Jj. 
ATKINSON, who had deplored the fact that 
sO many municipal contracts went to 
firms outside the city. Mr. Atkinson 
said the influx in force of contractors 
from outside the city was very disturbing. 

He went on: * These outside contrac- 
tors take revenue out of the city and do 
not support local manufacturers or mer- 
chants, which is not good for local trade 
in general.” He would like the. local 
authority to realise that when accepting 
the lowest apparent outside tender, the 
apparent gain might be more than offset 
by a loss to local trade and purchasing 
power of workers. 
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that all reasonable safety measures had 
been observed. The men killed were 
‘pioneers,’ he said, who were making the 
way safe for further work in the trench 
and it was generally recognised that there 
was an occupational hazard attached to 
this preliminary timbering work. 

The court was told that in more than 
50 years this was the first prosecution of 
its kind to be brought against Bryants. 


War Damage Payments 
The Commission’s Work in 1959 


THE WAR DAMAGE COMMISSION paid out 
£134m. during 1959 compared with 
£193m. in 1958 and £234m. in 1957. 

The Commission paid 5,565 ‘cost of 
works’ claims for repairs during the year, 
and made 1,902 payments on account or 
as instalments. The amount involved was 
£1l4m. of which nearly £l4m. was for 
the repair and rebuilding of houses. 
Other principal items were: Commercial 
buildings, £24m.; factories, £14m.; 
churches, £3m.; shops, £14m. 

Total war damage payments made by the 
Commission now amount to £1,2554m. in 
4,732,000 separate payments.

Invitations to Tender 
Middlesex CC Amend Regulations 


MIDDLESEX CC IS RECOMMENDED by its 
building committee that inasmuch as 
£3,000 is the maximum value of works 
recognised by the building industry for 
dispensing with the necessity for bills of 
quantity, this figure should be regarded 
in general as the maximum limit for 
allowing discretion to be exercised to 
dispense with competitive tendering for 
building works in appropriate cases. 
Where, however, competitive tenders are 
invited for works estimated not to exceed 
£3,000, the Council is recommended that 
normally at least five tenders should be 
invited from. persons on the appropriate 
selected list of contractors. The guiding 
scale now is: 

Estimated value exceeding £3,000 but not 
exceeding £5,000: six persons to be invited 
to tender; 

Estimated value exceeding £5,000 but not 
exceeding £50,000: eight persons; 

Estimated value exceeding £50,000 but not 
exceeding £100,000: ten persons; and 

Estimated value exceeding £100,000: twelve 
persons.

si Building Blocks 
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WHILE all members of the building team 
must be forward looking if they are to 
keep abreast of the times, which section 
is faced with the greatest difficulty in 
seeking to lay the foundations of long 
term developments? Is it the planner, 
the contractor or the supplier of the basic 
materials ? Having had many years of 
experience in categories two and three. 
I have no hesitation in stating that it is 
the basic materials producers who are 
faced with the main problem. I know it 
can be argued most forcibly that the 
designer and constructor have played a 
great part in developments during the 
past two decades, but they are in many 
respects dependent upon the materials 
producers. 

There have been numerous discussions, 
symposia, demonstrations, trials, research 
programmes of all sorts since the war, 
and all aimed at a furtherance of better 
and more productive building. A con- 
siderable measure of success has been 
achieved. but it is to be regretted that 
time is showing that a good many of the 
ideas, suggestions and much-hoped-for 
innovations have not proved in practice 
to be up to the standard of the theorists. 

There must, of course, be trial and 
error. It seems to me, however, that it 
is time we began as a team to examine 
some of our theories, to look farther into 
the cause of some failures and to 
endeavour to start thinking and planning 
on more co-operative lines. 

A few years ago there was a deter- 
mined appeal for manufacturers of build- 
ing materials to tackle the problem of 
prefabrication. A measure of successful 
development has taken place in this field; 
more will follow, but the fact remains 
that the manufacturers of some building 
materials would today be facing bank- 
ruptcy if they had gone against their 
better judgment and succumbed to the 
popular cry. In some types of construc- 
tion prefabrication has effected savings 
and resulted in greater production. 


Prefabrication and Economy 


The recent report, ‘A Study of Alterna- 
tive Methods of House Construction,’ 
from the Building Research Station has 
surprised some in its finding that the use 
of prefabricated parts in building houses 
is not sufficiently economical. Already, 
one can hear many voices saying ‘I told 
you so.’ Yet, one paragraph in the report 
is not without significance: ‘ It cannot be 
concluded from these results that factory- 
made components will invariably be more 
expensive, but they do prove that the 
problem facing prefabrication is not a 
simple one.’ 

Far from simple. Although there are 
some designers who decry the apparent 
lack of effort on the part of materials 
producers towards improved methods 
and techniques, this attitude is not 
entirely justified. Neither is the view 


Pattern for the Future 


The Need for a Fresh Approach to Research and Development in the Building Industry

taken by some materials producers that 
any new idea in design is automatically 
suspect. 

The reasons why some advances are 
limited in application are many. Buildings 
with enormous free open spaces of 
striking appearance are possible by the 
use of reinforced concrete used in 
skeleton frames. For obvious reasons the 
application of this method to houses and 
bungalows cannot offer the advantages 
to be found in the erection of large pub- 
lic buildings. Laminated timber frames 
and shells appear to be rivalling concrete. 
Yet there may still be a great future in 
the marriage of many of the traditional 
materials with the methods of present and 
future. 


Possibilities of Reinforced Brickwork 

Structurally and aesthetically re- 
inforced brickwork can offer possibilities 
beyond our present limited ideas. We 
hear much about developments of all 
kinds in Russia, and in building there is 
no dearth of the reports emanating from 
that country. Certainly they appear to 
be adopting a system of site prefabrica- 
tion of brickwork which, with the aid of 
massive cranes, contributes speedily to 
the erection of large blocks of buildings. 

What a pity that the trouble in chimney 
stacks and discoloured plasterwork,:due 
to condensation of moisture in flues serv- 
ing domestic slow-combustion boilers 
was not foreseen. The principles that 
should be considered when building flues 
serving this type of boiler are dealt with 
in the Building Research Station Digest 
No. 60 ‘Condensation in Domestic 
Boiler Flues.’ The recommendations 
made in it have been incorporated in the 
specifications for houses built by many 
organisations. At present, however, they 
are not obligatory. The benefits of slow- 
combustion boilers properly installed do 
not require elaboration. The manufac- 
turers of the stoves are not to blame. 

In the early stages, those responsible 
for installation of these stoves could be 
excused for their mistakes. Came the 
awakening. Investigation, cause, effect 
and—thanks to the Building Research 
Station—prevention and/or cure. Now, 
the point I wish to make about this par- 
ticular problem is that mainly through 
ignorance a lot of damage was caused 
unnecessarily. I wonder if similar 
mistakes may occur in other ways in con- 
nection with new materials, new methods, 
new techniques? 

Trial and error has played an important 
part in developments in all industries 
throughout civilisation. Perhaps it is 
presumptuous to suggest that in this 
modern age, trial and error should be 
subjected to far more intensive research. 
At the centre of all our efforts towards 
new methods, new techniques, new 
materials, is this question of research. 
For an industry responsible for some 


£2,000m. of capital expenditure yearly, we 
spend little on organised research. We 
expect too much of the BRS. For obvious 
reasons, trade associations, etc., and the 
larger producers jealously safeguard their 
own particular interests—understandably 
so. Surely there is a case for more integra- 
tion of private research efforts, for more 
research generally in an effort to find a 
basis for greater efficiency in the overall! 
pattern of building in this country? 

There is nothing wrong in searching 
for the spectacular, for making a tremen- 
dous impact upon the market, but there 
is something basically wrong when 
research tends to overlook the basic ele- 
ments. With all the market study and 
research today, I wonder if any accurate 
picture could be produced of the numbers 
of new units in the housing, industrial 
and public building sectors required 
during the next five, 10 or 20 years? 
Equally important, how accurate are 
the assessments of slum_ clearance 
and modernisation, etc., programmes? 
Surely, there is a definite need to prepare 
a schedule and agree standards that will 
enable a steady programme of work in all 
sectors to be accurately assessed. Only 
by so doing can a broad plan be envisaged 
that will help research workers in all 
fields to aim in those directions which 
will be most beneficial to the industry in 
both the long and short terms. 

Thanks are due to those who have 
brought about developments of consider 
able importance thus far. Likewise the 
work of those responsible for British 
Standard Specifications, members of the 
Modular Society, and so on. There must 
be many smaller manufacturers who 
would like to feel that they can bring a 
measure of help in the advances overdue. 
Can a scheme for intensive research be 
worked out? Can more facilities be pro- 
vided in the matter of scientific teams or 
of finance for building up the teams 
required? 

Some of the failures in the past are suf- 
ficient to point out the direction in which 
we should be headed today. More regard 
must be paid to the English climate. 
Buildings suitable in other lands may be 
esthetically acceptable here, but often 
they fail functionally. Here again, we are 
learning the hard way, but I venture to 
suggest that greater care should be giVen 
to the problems of moisture penetration 
and the question of low altitude sunlight 
in relation to tall buildings. In matters 
of design, of modus operandi and of 
materials used therein we have a long 
way to go.

It is a steel framed structure of light- 
weight design with 2 in. fine concrete floor 
slabs on pressed galvanised iron troughs.

London Dinner Meeting 


THE LONDON POST of the Society of Ameri- 
can Military Engineers held its monthly 
dinner meeting on January 12 at the 
USAF Columbia Club, Lancaster Gate. 
The guest speaker at this meeting was MR. 
WILLIAM JAMES, FRICS, chairman of the 
Quantity Surveyors’ Committee of the 
Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors, 
and the title of his talk was, ‘Why the 
Quantity Surveyor?’ 

Mr. James gave a very informative talk 
which enlightened all American members. 
and possibly some British members also. 
on the establishment, services provided 
and the fundamentals of the quantity sur- 
veying profession. To stimulate questions, 
Mr. James closed his talk with the ques- 
tion, ‘ Would the British pattern of quan- 
tity surveying, or some variant of it, be 
beneficial in the USA?’ 

The evening provided an _ excellent 
opportunity for the American members 
to become more acquainted with one 
phase of the British building industry. 
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A Building Firm Steps Out 
The Case History of A. Head, Ltd.

In the first instalment of this case history (‘ The Builder’ of January 15) we 
saw the beginning of the growing pains which overtook Albert Head and his 
family firm as it commenced to develop from the one-man business which he 
had begun in 1926 to a stage, 32 years later, where 200 men were employed 
and the turnover was approximately £350,000. At that point in time the 
company’s board meetings (as Mr. Cecil A. Francis, head of the Building 
Advisory Service, narrates) were largely ‘an informal hour spent listening to 
father.’ In the instalment that follows, father himself begins to listen. 


NOW THE TRANSFER of estimating and sur- 
veying duties from. all and sundry to 
William Head sounded simple, but was 
rather more difficult in practice. 
It was agreed, as an interim measure, 
that 
(1) all new jobs would go through the 
newly created department, but that 
technical assistance on the esti- 
mating side might be obtained, when 
necessary, from those who had 
hitherto estimated for jobbing and 
the specialist trades; 
the Jobbing Supervisor would 
*measure up’ those jobs where he 
was called in; 

(3) each would clear up their own out- 

standing final accounts; and 
the supervision of William’s current 
jobs would be shared among the 
other supervisors. 

Each of these items tended to throw 
up its own queries and difficulties. As 
William somewhat acidly opined, Fred’s 
joinery prices appeared to come ‘from 
the back of his head,’ and there were no 
facts or figures to prove or disprove them. 
William was also very critical of what 
little Fred included for ‘ fixing,’ an item 
until now always hidden. Perhaps that 
partly explains why whoever took over 
the supervision of one of William's jobs 
was critical of the way in which it was 
being run; it was always these jobs which 
suffered when labour was short. 

A further bone of contention was that 
the rough notes and signs made and 
understood by the jobbing supervisor had 
to be rewritten before they could be 
understood by the estimating department. 
The cry went up that the jobbing super- 
visor could do the estimate quicker than 
rewriting his notes. As this statement 
contained a grain of truth he was asked 
to rewrite them in the form in which the 
estimate would be sent out, leaving only 
prices to be filled in and extended.

These petty arguments and moans did, 
however, prove one thing: it was ob- 
viously not possible to change the organi- 
sational structure around bit by bit unless 
the final re-arrangement had been thought 
out and agreed. 

To recap, the object of the re-organi- 
sation was 

(1) to reduce the number of people 
reporting to Albert Head; 

(2) to run the organisation on func- 
tional lines; and 


(3) to 
duplication. 

It is fairly obvious that the major func- 
tion of a building firm is to build. Could 
not one man be responsible for all build- 
ing work whether new or repair? He 
could, and Tom, as the eldest son and 
with a practical training was the most 
suitable. The title ‘ Building Manager’ 
or ‘ Construction Manager ’ was relatively 
unimportant.

So the existing assistant contract mana- 
ger and the painting manager were re- 
named Contract Managers. The jobbing 
foreman became an Assistant Contract 
Manager, reporting to the ex-painting 
manager. The best general foreman was 
also up-graded to assistant contract 
manager. 

Here now was one man responsible, and 
reporting to Albert Head, for all work 
outside the confines of the head office and 
vard—one man co-crdinating all the 
labour, deciding priorities, weighing in 
the balance the merits and requirements 
of each job. In addition he is able to 
give all jobs the benefit of his experience 
and facilitate the interchange of informa 
tion between members of his staff. 

Expressed graphically, the broad-based 
triangle (normally a sign of good manage- 
ment) has replaced a series of vertical 
lines, each dominated by a personality.

the right amount, where they are wanted, 
when they are wanted. To do this there 
must be a staff office at headquarters 
And for Albert Head, Limited, who bette: 
than Fred Wood? He has been relieved 
of what was previously his major occupa 
tion, and has now the capacity to take 
on further responsibilities. 

The joinery shop is in the yard, which 
in turn is the hub of the distribution 
wheel. Delegation of responsibility fo 
plant and transport to the Transport Man- 
ager is the first step. Having made the 
transport manager responsible, he must 
be given authority. Therefore, plant 
fitters and mechanics as well as_ the 
drivers must be made subordinate and 
responsible to him. Again one man is 
responsible for everything connected with 
that particular function. 

Hitherto, with all the senior executives 
running their own jobs, it was not un 
common for two or three people to ring 
up a firm of suppliers on the same day 
to order the same or similar type of mate 
rials. It was also not uncommon for the 
stores to run out of materials in constant 
use because re-ordering was not the re 
sponsibility of anyone in particular. The 
storekeeper would pass little notes to 
Albert Head, and Albert attended to them 
when he had time. As Albert was a busy 
man, results were far from good. 

Possibly worse than the lack of co 
operation, was the fact that nobody had 
time to seek out better prices and de 
livery dates. Nobody could put down 
bulk orders, and suppliers’ representatives 
would not bother to seek out six or eight 
people within a firm, each of whom spent 
a share of the firm’s turnover. 

To dispense with this duplication and 
lack of co-operation the appointment of 
a Buyer was essential, and the new post

The only really serious fault with the 
existing set-up was the split between the 
financial and cost-accounting sections. 
This resulted partly from personalities; 
George Brooker still believed that the 
system he found there in the late 20s and 
tidied up during the 30s was perfect. The 
so-called ‘cost clerk’ was an intelligent 
man, 27, anxious to get on. He had 
passed the intermediate examination of 
the ICWA and would sit for his finals in 
another year. [After that, in his own 
mind, he would find a new job where 
accountancy was taken seriously, and he 
would have a chance to practise some 
of the up-to-date theories he had been 
taught.] From the accountancy view- 
point he was well away ahead of Brooker. 

Because everybody connected with run- 
ning a job had been immersed in detail 
and knew no other way, he was kept at 
full stretch entering in his cost ledgers 
every bit of material issued, every man’s 
wages each week on the job, and every 
other small detail. The fact that there 
was no reconciliation between his ledgers 
and the financial books worried him, but 
he was not in a position to do anything 
about it. 

Making him No. 2 in the administrative 
set-up, and responsible for all accounting 
functions, settled the major worries of 
this aspect of the firm. George Brooker, 
as company secretary, has reporting to 
him : (i) the accountant, (ii) senior female 
clerk/typist. In turn, the accountant has 
financial accounts, costing, wages and his 
machine operators.

worry. His idea of a dynamic business 
man was someone who dashed here and 
there keeping up to date with a full diary 
of appointments. His thinking would be 
done whilst driving between meetings. 
and materials would be got at the last 
moment because of his personal influence 
with suppliers. Although he frequently 
complained of overwork and of doing 
estimates at home at night, this was how 
he had built up a successful firm. It was 
his life, and, secretly, he liked it. 

A clear desk, time to sit down and 
think. ‘What should I think about?’ he 
asked. The reply was pretty obvious, but 
it was avoided because Albert went off at 
a tangent. He came across a circular 
from a pile of correspondence, it was an 
invitation to a 2-day management appre- 
ciation conference. * This is your sort of 
thing, what is it all about?’ he demanded 
of Fred, who happened to be in the room.

He put all these questions, and more, 
to the Advisory Service on the ‘phone and 
after about half-an-hour’s explanation 
Albert thought he would go. True, his 
decision was not based on the fact that 
he might learn a great deal, but mainly 
upon the feeling that not having to rush 
from job to job, he was bored, and also 
his sister lived just outside Harrogate and

he had not seen her for some years. 
Although he did not mention it, he appre 
ciated the facts that the conference was 
Thursday/Friday and some good fishing 
could be got in the Wharfe on Satur 
day /Sunday. 

He went. He returned. On being 
asked what he thought about it, his 
answer was that although it was not a 
waste of time, they had talked mainly 
about things the firm did not do. But, 
he added, they told a marvellous story 
about Noah, I must tell Fred. Then—~as 
a matter of no consequence—he asked if 
anyone knew old So-and-So. 

‘We had a couple of drinks together on 
Thursday evening and he told me that if 
they measure up a job for interim pay- 
ment today, a cost of their own work is 
produced tomorrow. Is that possible and 
how big a staff do you want?’ The 
answer that it was possible and did not 
require any more staff was probably the 
turning point of his assignment. Albert 
Head had commenced to think. Com- 
menced to think about his business as a 
business, rather than a series of jobs.

1. Insulation 


A PLASTIC COATING SYSTEM has been 
designed to protect insulation materials 
on pipelines, storage tanks and other 
types of process equipment where vapour 
sealing and resistance to solvents or cor 
rosive atmosphere is required. Continuous 
pipelines and regularly shaped vessels 
may be preserved by using ‘ Texolag’ 
base, which consists of fabric impregnated 
with a plastic composition, wrapped 
round the insulation surface over a coat 
of sealing compound and then sealed 
with a special lacquer. An alternative 
method for irregular shaped vessels, 
flanges and valves is to use a sprayable 
solution to produce a continuous plastic 
film. The system may be used on any 
equipment where the temperature of the 
external surface of the insulation does 
not exceed 160°F or fall below minus 
30°F. It is very resistant to spread of 
flame.

2. Paints 


A change in the manufacturing process 
of a PLASTIC EMULSION PAINT has helped 
to overcome certain detracting factors 
such as sensitivity to moisture and con- 
densation and uncertain adhesion over 
glossy surfaces which have, until now, 
been associated with these paints. This 
is quite a useful advance for it means that 
the paint can be used in kitchens and 
bathrooms, over glossy surfaces and for 
exterior decorating. The development 
has been made possible by the employ- 
ment of a vinyl copolymer resin. In 
essence, plastic emulsions are solid par- 
ticles of plastic resins dispersed in water. 
The problem is to get the particles to 
fuse so as to form a continuous film, and 
this is normally done by adding a plasti- 
ciser to the emulsion after manufacture. 


The weakness here is that the plasticiser 
may migrate from the film into the air 
leaving the film brittle. In the new 
technique the hard resin is chemically 
reacted with other materials during man- 
facture to give a type of emulsion known 
as a copolymer. In such an emulsion 
there is nothing to migrate and nothing 
to change and once the water has left 
the film the copolymer is stable.

An ENAMEL PAINT has been developed 
which, it is claimed, can be ‘battered, 
bent and buckled’ without in any way 
harming the film of paint. This is due 
to an ingredient called ‘* Polythol ’—an 
exclusive blend of gums which include 
those used in indestructible plastics.
